Mrs. Hate M. Jones, aged 83 years 
passed away at 1:30 o’clock Satur­ 
day afternoon at the home 
of 
her 
son, H. A. Jones, 1017 
South 
Ohio 
avenue, where for 
several 
months 
she had been ill with cancer of the 
stomach. While she had been ill about 
a year, it was only 
the 
past 
twro 
months that her 
condition 
became 
critical, but during all those weeks 
of intense suffering never a word of 
complaint ever passed her lips, and 
when asked how' she felt it was al­ 
ways, “some better.” 
Mrs. Jones had only 
been 
a resi­ 
dent of Sedalia a little over a year, 
coming here shortly after the arrival 
of her son and his 
wife 
when the 
former accepted the position of as­ 
sistant manager of the Sedalia thea­ 
tre.

FROZEN MEAT TO 
LOW ER FOOD PRICES 


BERLIN, July 22.—American froz-l 
en meat promises shortly to release 
Germany’s army of 
bread-winners 
from the ring of high prices which 
has for some time prevailed among 
the retail butcher shops of 
Berlin, j 
Local dealers are being 
inundated 
with offers from packing firms in the 
United States .and Hugo Stinnes, the 
industrial magnate, 
has 
contracted 
with the Argentine government for 
deliveries on a large scale. 
Hep re­ 
sen tat Ives of w holesale dealers 
In s 
Argentina also are reported to b e ! 
negotiating big contracts bere. 
With shops charging IOO to 120 j 
marks per pound for roasting meat j 
and proportionately high rates 
for 
other cuts, the German laboring man 
or the middle class worker finds It 
too expensive to have meat in his 
menu more than twice a week, at 
the most, on his wages of four to five 
thousand marks monthly. 
It is es­ 
timated that frozen meat from the 
United States can be delivered 
in 
Hamburg at €0 marks 
a kilogram. 
At this rate, a pound would come to j 
some 40 or 50 marks in the retail 
shops of Berlin.

SEES LABOR IN A 
PEACEMAKER ROLE 


STOCKHOLM, July 22 —The stron 
gest hope for the abolition of war is 
to be found in a universal League of 
Nations and the Labor Internation­ 
ale of Amsterdam, is the opinion 
of 
Hjalmar Branting, 
Sweden’s social 
democratic premier. 
He expressed 
this idea recently in his Nobel Peace 
Prize address before the University 
of Christiania. 
Mr. Branting divided 
last year’s peace prize 
with 
Chris­ 
tian L. Lange of Norway. 
According 
to the terms of the Nobel Foundation 
the winner must deliver an address 
before the University of Christiania 
on the subject of peace. 
For years Premier Branting 
has 
been closely identified with the labor 
movement as repiesented by the Inter 
national unions, and of late years he 
has proved an implacable foe of Bol­ 
shevism in the ranks of labor. In his 
speech he stressed the importance of 
the role that enlightened labor could 
play as peacemaker. 
He 
declared 
that the League of Nations was plot 
weak because of 
“the 
absence of 
President Wilson’s own country as 
well as that of the 
great 
defeated 
powers, Germany and 
Russia,” ad­ 
ding that the limitations and short­ 
comings of the League must be eli­ 
minated if our civilization is to 
en­ 
dure. 
“Nevertheless,” declared Mr. Bran­ 
ting, “the League opens for the first 
time after a huge 
military 
catas­ 
trophe, perspectives of peace, under­ 
standing and justice 
between 
the 
free and self governing people of the 
w’orld. 


TOTAL ECLIPSE AT 
CHRISTMAS ISLAND 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, 
July 
22.—Christmas Is­ 
land, a little patch of land in the In­ 
dian ocean distinguished chiefly by 
its pretty name, will be a busy place 
for a few minutes next September 20, 
and from 
this 
activity 
may come 
many startling announcements of a 
scientific nature. 
Astronomers have 
calculated that 
Christmas Island will be one of the 
few’ spots on this earth over which 
the sun will be totally eclipsed Sep­ 
tember 20 for a full six minutes. 
Science, which computes its time by 
such vast periods as “light years,” Is 
preparing however, to make quite a 
fuss over these six minutes. 
A German 
scientific 
expedition, 
headed by Dr. Erwin Freundlich Fin­ 
ley of Potsdam University is now on 
the way to Christmas Island with a 
large number of delicate instruments 
by which he hopes to test thoroughly 
the Einstein “theory of relativity.” 
If Jupiter Pluvius withholds his rain 
clouds they expect to succeed, but 
if the sky is overcast their long jour­ 
ney will have been in vain. 
.Accompanying Dr. Freundlich Finley 
are Dr. Joseph Hopmann of Bonn 
University, 
Prof. 
August Kopff of 
Heidelberg and Dr. F. Voute of the 
University of Batavia. 
The expedi­ 
tion has been arranged by the inter­ 
national 
astronomical 
society, sup­ 
ported by Dutch and German capital­ 
ists. 
A German steamship company 
has agreed to furnish the transporta­ 
tion free of charge, and wealthy Ger­ 
man and Dutch citizens will bear all 
other expenses. 
Professor Einstein 
himself may decide later to join the 
party. 
The equipment to be used In the 
tests consists of tw*o of the mdst 
modern photographic telescopes, one 
of which is 3.60 meters long and the 
other 8:50 meters. 
Both can take 
detailed 
photographs 
at extrem er 
long focal distances. The plates used 
will be fifty centimeters square, and 
the time of exposure will range from 
IO to 90 seconds. 
Eight or ten pho­ 
tographs will be taken during the six 
minutes. 
The test of the Eilstein theory of 
light curvature decided upon by this 
expedition Is possible only when the 
sun is completely eclipsed. 
Thus its 
practicability is sharply defined. 
Several American, Australian and 
English expeditions also are headed 
for Christmas 
Island, 
where 
they 
plan to make various tests and as­ 
tronomical observations in connec­ 
tion with the six minutes eclipse.

While we are directing all our energies 
upon the attainment of some particular 
goal we are harrassed or encouraged by the 
hundreds of little 
things 
that are daily 
happening about us and that effect us 
naturally one way or another. 
After all,

appointments, trials and grievances and the 
joys and satisfactions that proceed from

WASHINGTON. July 
22.—Every- 
body’s pocketbook was lightened by 
nearly $5 during the past fiscal year, 
according to the statement of money 
in circulation on July I, issued yes­ 
terday by the treasury. 
Per capita circulation of money on 
July I. was $39.87 as compared with 
$44.78 on July I, 1921. 
The treasury’s per capita 
figures 
were based on total circulation 
of 
$4,375,555,653 on July I and a total 
population 
of 
100,743,900 
persons 
was compared with a total circula­ 
tion of $4,839,611,851 on July I, 1921. 
and a total population of 108.087,000. 
The form of the circulation state­ 
ment was served as of July I, 1922, 
the treasury announced so as to ex­ 
clude from money in circulation 
all 
forms of money held by the Federal 
Reserve Banks and Federal Reserve 
Agents whether as a reserve against 
federal reserve notesh or otherwise. 
This change the treasury stated, re­ 
sulted in showing a per capita circu­ 
lation on 
July I, 1922, 
of 
$39.87, 
whereas under the 
form of 
state­ 
ment formerly used It would 
have 
been $49.17. 
For the sake of com­ 
parison on July I, 1921, figures were 
computed in the same manner 
as 
those for July I, of this year, the 
treasury added.
